When the head and face was found 
in the creek Miss Henning was able to 
identify it. Then began the search for 
the men responsible for the girl’s death 
not only the physician or physicians 
who @G@ismembered her body, but for 
the man who made it necessary to seek 
the advice of a doctor. 

Miss Millman spent two weeks in De- 
troit, steeling her nerves for the ordeal. 
That she had been led to believe she 
faced no serious, crisis is shown by the 
letter she wrol to her mother, saying 
she would be At t home two days after 
she went alone to some physician’s of- 
fice. 

She told the keeper of the boarding 
house she was going to visit a cousin, 
but would return the following day. 
That was given as an excuse for her 
absence, but her chum knew her secret 
and the fight sho was making te pro- 
tect her reputation. 

After leaving the boarding house on 
Friday aftgrnoon, two weeks ago, Ma- 
belle Millman was not seen again by 
her friends until her mutilated body 
was taken in gunny sacks from the lit- 
tle stream just outside the city ponte 

No ‘Clothing on Body. 

Detroit boiled with indignation as the 
facts began to leak ouj. The first bag 
found contained a section of the head- 
less and armless trunk of the girl. The 
second bag contained the head, arms 
and the lower part of the legs and the 
other bag-held that portion of the body 
extending from the abdomen to an inch 
below the knees. 

The body had been stripped of every 
vestige of clothing. The only thing left 
on the body was a barette in the back 
of her hair and this aided materially in 
the identification. 

Miss Henning told the police that Miss 
Millman was advised to consult another 
physician. This statement materially 
weakens the slender threads of evidence 
against Dr. Fritch. If the police have 
done anything to strengthen their case 
against him, they have not taken the 
public into their confidence. 

The people of Detroit say the good 
name of the town demands the mystery 
be cleared and the person or persons re- 
sponsible for the brutal crime punished. 

Victim Was 35. 

Maybelle Millman was a typical ‘‘col- 
lege widow’ in the university city of 
Ann bor. She was 2% years old, pretty 
and petite. For a long time she succeed- 
ed in dodging the pitfalls laid for her by 
the sons of wealthy men. She came and 
went with the ege students, but there 
were never any Shadows cast upon her 
name until after her death. 

When the “college widow" came to 
Detroit to seek medical attention she 
was risking her life to save her _reputa- 
tion, and she lost. 

Just who is responsible for Maybelle 
Millman's first misstep is not definitely 
known to thé police. Three students in 
the Michigan University visited her and 
occasiogally wrote letters to her. so 
far as the letters themselves show, 
her relations with these students were 
entirely proper. 

Am Unlucky Friday, 

It was on’ the unlucky Friday, the 
thirteenth day of August, that Miss Mij1)- 
man came to Detroit to tell her friend, 
Martha Henning, of her great trouble 
and to seek assistance at the hands of 
some physician of little or no standing 
in his profession.

yn Henning, interrogated by the po- 
Secal about her missing chum, denied, at 
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from Martha’ Henning a statement that 
she knew Miss Millman came to. Detroit 
for medical treatment and that she hed 
gone with her to the office of Dr. George 
A. Fritch, who has twice before been a 
defendant in malpractice cases. 

Dr. Fritch was indicted two yéars ago 
in the Edith Presley case, but was ac- 
quitted. Edith Presley was a proof- 
reader in the State Capitol, and it was 
charged that Representative Charles A. 
Ward, now private secretary to Senator 
Lorimer of Illinois, was responsible for 
her visit to the sanitarium of which’ Dr. 
Fritch was then the head. 

The proof was insufficient in the Edith 
Presley case to convict either Dr. Fritch 
or Representative Ward. Dr. Fritch 
had been arrested in another similar 
case two years before’the Edith Pres- 
ley affair and was acquitted then. 

On account of his past record it was 
quite natural for the police to suspect 
him and his arrest, following Miss Hen- 
ning’s statements, caused no surprise. 

Miss Millman was alone when she 
went to a physician’s office on the day 
of her disappearance. Unless someoné 
saw her enter a doctor’s office, it is ad- 
mitted it will be hard for the police to 
make a case against the guilty person, 
unless by some good fortune an unex- 
pected circumstance places thém in pos- 
session of the needed evidence. 

Known as Jolly Girl. 

Over in Ann Arbor, where Maybelle 
Millman lived, she was known as a jolly 
girl, who stayed at home @ great deal 
of her time, and went out occasionally 
with students. She had no serious ad- 
mirers, so far as her friends know. She 
and Martha Henning were chums for 
five years, until Martha went to Detroit 
to work as a bovkkeeper in a grocery 
store. 

Miss Millman’s father was an Ann Ar- 
bor policeman, who died 18 years ago, 
leaving a wife and three children, of 
which Maybelle was the youngest. She 
worked, at odd times, in the stores of 
Ann Arbor. 

She was a popular girl, and never 
seemed to take anything seriously. The 
police have read the letters written to 
her by students, in the hope of finding 
some clew that would aid in solving the 
mystery of her death. 

It is believed that whoever was re- 
sponsible for the girl's condition knew 
that she was goiag to visit a Detroit 
physician, and that he also knows the 
physician’s name, ana probably fur- 
nished the money to pay for the opera- 
tion, 

The police are anxious to get into com- 
munication with this man or student. 
A college baseball pitcl.er, who has been 
playing semi-pri “>ssional ball near Kan- 
sas City, has, according to press dis- 
patches, disappeared. He is known to 
have written letters to Miss Millman, 
but the letters themselves are no evi- 
dence of any wrong-doing on his part. “ 

Miss Millman received money from 
somebody before she started for Detroit. 
The police have refused te say who fur- 
nished this money, but it is believed 
they were disappointed, In that the rec- 
ords of the Postoffice no clew 
to the identity of the man who, efter

Mrs. Eva Mills, who caused her hus- 
band, Frank, to be arrested on a charge 
that he struck her and tore her collar 
while she was trying to run away with 
their 5-year-old daughter, Mabel, Friday 
evening, said yesterday that she would 
not give up her fight for th» little girl. 

Mrs. Mlilg resides with her mother at 


202 South Taylor avenue. Mills boards 
at 3204 Chouteau avenue. They were 
married seyen years ago and separated 
three years ago. There has been an al- 
most continuous struggle between them 
for the child ever since. 

Mrs. Mills went to the Chouteau ave- 
nue address late Friday afternoon, saw 
little Mabel on the porch and called her. 
This was observed by Mills’ brother, 
who telephoned to the chilé’s father. 

Mrs. Mills, with the little girl, start- 
ed to board a Chouteau car, when Mills, 
who was hurrying to' intercept her, 
stepped off. They had a struggle and 
Mills took the child home. Mrs. Mills 
caused his arrest. The charge was tried 
in the Clark Avenue Police Court: yes- 
terday and Judge Tracy dismissed the 
husband because there was no testi- 
mony to corroborate Mrs. Mills’ asser- 
tion that her husband hit her. 

Mills sued for divorce a year ago, but 
hig suit was dismissed. Mrs. Mills has 
a divorce suit pending. She says that 
an agreement was framed by her law- 
yer and her husband's that the father 
was to have’ Mabel four days in the 
week and she three days. She says 
Millis has not lived up to that agree- 
ment for the last four months.

There is a day nursery for babies 
whose mothers must work and an ump 
der-age kindergarten for children too 
old for the nursery. Then’ there are 
classes fon older girls who are taught 
domestic science and sewing; a manual 
training school for the boys, besides a 
men’s club, all free and in the hands 
of competent managers. 

The new buildings must be furnished 
and the proceeds of the concert will go 
for that purpose. The residence build- 
ing will be opened the latter part of 
this month and the concert will help 
materially to make many happy and 
comfortable during the winter.

While sons of the Emerald Isle continue, to swell the tide of emigration to 
America, cther countries, notably France and Germany, are heginning to see*the | 


financial possibilities of Ireland. 


This influx of foreign talent -is impressed on the traveler at the leading 
hotels in cvery Irish city of importance. 


In Cork, which is a fortification of 
Celtic loyalty and enthusiasm, the wri- 
ter found German and French waiters 
at the principal hostelries; met sev- 
eral cab drivers of Teutonic cast, and 
finally encountered a Frenchman who 
had come there to establish a saloon. 

At Killarney we had difficulty trying 
to make our waiter understand. He 
explained that he had “only been over’’ 
from Germany a month and if he could 
earn enough “tips’’ he would probably 
go back again. 

Our party was made up distinctly of 


pro-Irish sympathizers and we inquired 
particularly if the employment of for- 
eign help was merely a fad of ambitious 
hotel keepers. 

“Our young men are disappearing so 
rapidly that we are compelled to im- 
port help,” explained one of them. 

“The waiters here make pretty goud 
money—that is to say, tourists are very 
liberal with fees and some of them 
make $15 and $20 a week, which is big 
wages here. It is not unusual for Amer- 
icans to give a substantial sum for a 
little service. I don’t know how the 
Germans and French became aware of 
the fact that there was money to be 
made here in this way unless it is be- 
cause in those countries they have the 
tipping system reduced to a fine art. 

“It is so fine in Paris, for example, 
that most of the hotels don’t pay their 
help any wages. 

No More Irish Waiters Soon. 

“Bive years from now the Irish waiter 
will be a memory of the past, and it 
would not surprise me if foreigners 
made inroads inte other occupations 
that Irishmen ought to fill. 

The English Government may have 
inflicted many wrongs og Ireland, but 
this is not one of them. I-suggested to 
a Mr. Foley, who Grove a jaunting car 
at Killarney, that he might soon be re- 
quired to look for another job if the 
immigration from Germany and France 
continued.

It may be the Government of Eng- 
land is unfair, but there are some 
privileges the people of Ireland enjoy 
which Americans do not. 

Recently a law was passed provid- 
ing a pension for every citisen who 
attains the age of 70 years. 

The day of brutal landiordism is 
past. The Government has set aside 
an immense fund for the use of those 
who desire to purchase their lands 
and loans are made to the prospective 
purchaser at the. rate of. 2. per cent 
a year. The tenant is given 70 years 
in which to make final payment on 
the purchase.

rath, to cause disappointment and forbid that 
kind of success which rises superior to transla- 
tion into dollars and cents. “Beau Brummel” was 
the astonishing promise of his youth and “The 
Blue Mouse” the equally astonishing disappoint- 
ment of his maturity. 

Between these two there was much that was 
800d, more that was entertaining, some that was 
frivolous and some that revealed a depth and 
Clarity equal to the brilliancy and the crafts- 
manship.

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MARK TWAIN DEAD? 

One great discovery follows so quickly upon 
the heels of another in these speeding days that 
the world is out of breath. For instance, Cook 
and Peary discover the pole, but hardly have we 
quit saying “Oh!” and “Ah!” than comes Mr. 
Eugene Angert of St. Louis and discovers that 
Mark Twain is dead, and has been for quite a bit. 

Mr. Angert’s reputation as a man of his word 
is sO well established that a commission of wise 
men will not be needed to look into his proofs. 
We will all swallow the story uncritically, as we 
swallow table delicacies of doubtful character, 
and digest it as best we can. 

And, indeed what can be said against the 
discovery? .t is no more wonderful than the dis- 
covery that Shakspeare never lived, or, if he did, 
was really another man, or at best a syndicate. 
We.-all know now that Napoleon never died, be- 
cause he never lived. He was a solar myth. And 
the Duke of Wellington needlessly wasted blood 
and treasure at Waterloo fighting against a force 
which never had any actual existence. 

Such discoveries are too numerous to enumer; 
ate. But.they are all praiseworthy in that they 
show the infinite wit, cunning and ingenuity of 
the human mind. For these qualities of mind 
polar discoverers are not to be compared with 
the geniuses who prove the many things that 
have been proven about Bacon and Shakspeare, 
Napoleon, Louis XVII, and now, Mark Twain. 
Indeed as an exercise of sheer clean-cut thinking, 
the ontological proof of the existence of God is a 
poor welter of logical absurdities compared with 
these proofs that the being and not being of per- 
sonages is merely 4 matter of clever persiflage.

In the passing of the old black mammy one of the 
most loyal and unique types of character which the 
ante-bellum days produced on the Southern planta- 
tion has commenced to fade in the dim rertospect of 
the years. 

To the present generation of youngsters this pecu- 
Har product of the old South is unknown. So much 
the worse for them, in some respects at least. 

But the children of older growth, whose stooped 
shoulders and silvered locks are beginning to tell 
of autumn days, knew well the old black mammy; 


and whenever they recal] her dusky image to mind] 


there gathers a moisture in the eyes and a lump & 
felt in the throat. The stories which she could tell— 
the songs which she could sing—their very names 
were legion. She was childhood’s best friend in the 
old days which will come no more. 

But no higher eulogium was ever framed to the old 
black mammy or to the race which produced her than 
was framed in the eloquent @peech of Henry Grady 
at the Boston banquet in 1889 

“The love we feel for that race you can neither 
measure nor comprehend. As I attest it here, the spirit 
of my old black mammy from her home up there 
looks down to bless me, and through the tumult of 
this night steals the sweet music of her croonings 
as 30 years ago she held me in her black arms and 
led me smiling into sleep. 

“This scene vanishes as I speak, and I catch a 
vision of an old Southern home, with its lofty pillars 
and its white pigeons fluttering down through the 
golden air. I see women with strained and anxious 
faces and children alert yet helpless. I see night 
come down with its dangers and its apprehensions, 
and in a big lonely home I feel on my tired brow 
the touch of loving hands, now worn and wrinkled, 
but fairer to me yet than the hands of mortal woman 
and stronger yet to lead me than the hands of mor- 
tal man; and as they lay a mother’s blessing there 
while at her knees—the truest altar I have ever 
known—I thank God that she is safe in her sanctu- 
ary, because her slaves, sentinel in the silent cabin 
or guard at the chamber door, put a black man’s 
loyalty between her and danger. 

‘But I catch another vision. The crisis of battle— 
a soldier struck, staggering, falls. I see a slave, 
scuffiing through the smoke, winding his black arms 
about the fallen form, reckless of the hurtling 
death, bending his trusty face to catch the words that 
tremble on the stricken lips, so wrestling meanwhile 
with agony that he would lay down his life in his 
master’s stead. I see him by the weary bedside, 
ministering with wuncomplaining patience, praying 
with all his humble heart, until death comes in mercy 
and in honor to still the soldier’s agony and seal 
the soldier's life. I see him by. the open grave, mute, 
motionless, uncovered; suffering for the death ef him 
who in life fought against his freedom. I see him 
when the mound is heaped and the great drama of 
life ig closed turn away, and with downcast eyes 
and uncertain steps, start out into new and strange 
fields, faltering, struggling, but moving on until his 
stumbling figure is lost in the light of a better and 
brighter day. And from the grave comes a voice 
saying: ‘Follow him! Put your arms about him in 
his need, even as he puts his about me. Be his 
friend as he was mine,’ and out into this new world— 
strange to me as to him, dazzling, bewildering both— 


I follow! And may God forget my people when they 
forget these!’

The Royal Subsidy 
of German Stage. 


HE Royal Opera House and the 
T Royal Theater in Berlin are sub- 
sidized, as shown in the Prussian 
budget, to a tota! of $625,000 per annum, 
$110,500 of this amount coming from Em- 
peror William’s private exchequer,. The 
German Emperor also bears the annual 
deficit, amounting the past year to near- 
ly $76,000 and sometimes reaching $100,000. 
In addition to this personal contribu- 
tion to the cause of music and the 
drama, the Emporer also pays $750 for 
each private performance commanded by 
him, the seats then. being distributed 
among his guests and friends. The pay- 
ment of this sum gives him control oil 
the entire seating capacity of the house. 
No operatic or dramatic star in the 
royal companies receives a salary of 
more than $10,000 a year and that of the 
general manager of the royal theatrical 
department is but $4500 per annum. 
These salaries are small in comparison 
with those paid in London, and almost 
insignificant when compared with the 
remuneration received by great stars 
and capable managers in this country.

woman whom he loved) played by Walker Whiteside and Chrystal Herne.”’ 
The play is believed to be booked for a long metropolitan run. 

All of which is distinctly gratifying. I should not like to have-seen so good 
@ play fail to interest the playgoers in cur greatest American city.

He Befriended Unhappy Wife and Then Won 
Her Consent to Marry Him, and 
Czar Is Aiding Divorce.

BERLIN, Aug. 28.—Gen. Suchomlinoff, 
the Russian Minister of War, accord- 
ing to reports received in Berlin, seems 
to be the hero of a romence as sensa- 
tional as it is interesting, and which is 
causing a great stir in society circles 
there. 
Mme. Butovitch, the future wife of 
the War Minister, is the present wife 
of a wealthy merchant, who has de- 
termined she shall not be set free to 
marry again. Mme. Butovitch, however, 
has gollected whole volumes of evi- 
dence in order to bring about a divorce. 
M. Butovitch, it is alleged, has ill-treat- 
ed his younger and beautiful wife in 
every possible manner, beaten and 
otherwise attacked her in the presence 
of witnesses. Conditions were not im- 
proved by the birth of a child. 
Gen. Suchomlinoff became acquainted 
with the pair when he was Governor- 
General at Kieff. The Butovitches, be- 
ing wealthy, kept open house, and all 
the notables of town met under its hos- 
pitable roof. The General soon got .n 
insight into the sad drama behind the 
scenes. The husband noticed this, and 
Mme. Butovitch’s martyrdom increased, 
it is said. 
At first only an ideal friendship ex- 
isted between Mme. Butovitch and the 
General, but it soon .ripened into deep 
love and Mme. Butovitch, recognizing 
the noble character of the General, con- 
sented to become his wife as soon as a 
divorce could be achieved.

granted by the St. Petersburg consis- 
tory.

HOT WAR IS_ ON 


Development Concern Also 
Gets a Whole Block From 
Its Rival. 


The Buckingham Club and Bucking- 
ham Annex are going to be lighted by 
separate plants installed by the Light 
and Delevopment Co., which has wrest- 
ed the contract from the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. in spite of the 
fact that the Union deviated from its 
November schedule in rates offered to 
the Buckingham buildings in an effort 


to hold the business. 

A combination rate for both buildings 
was made by the Union company and 
it agreed to group all the electricity 
used for both light and power under 
the power rates, which are lower than 
the rates for light. 

Gets a Cheap Rate. 

Under this arrangement the Bucking- 
ham got current for less than 2% cents 
a kilowatt hour, while small consumers 
are required to pay 12 cents @ kilowatt 
hour for residence lighting. 

The large residence of W. K. Bixby 
at King’s highway and Lindell boule- 
vard was also furnished with electricity 
at Buckingham rates. 

The Light and Delevopment Co. has 
also taken from the Union company all 
the business in the block between 
Broadway and Sixth street, Washington 
and Lucas avenues. 

The prospect of lively competition has 
brought about modification of conditions 
affecting consumers which have hither- 
to worked a hardship. 


Rates Coming Down. 
Many customers have been notified by 


Union Electric that they will not be 
forced to pay the minimum guarantee 
of 10 cents a lamp under the November 
schedule. A consumer who was former- 
ly required to pay almost $40 a month 
for $10 worth of electricity, has been 
notified that his minimum will be $1 a 
month, at a straight 12 cents a kilowatt 
hour rate. He will not be required to 
sign the iron-clad contracts formerly 
forced upon: consumers, 

“By the time we get out of court we 
expect te have a good business estab- 
lished In St. Louis,” said President 
Hugo Wurdack of the Light and De- 
velopment Co. “We are here to stay 
and would have been doing business 
long ago if we had not been tied up 
with litigation. Competition will be 
a good thing for consumers of St. Louisz, 
We can build a modern plant and equip 
it and supply electricity to consumers 
at much more advantageous rates than 
the Union company, bonded and capital- 
ized as it is, can make.”

Postoffice for the months of August, 
1908 and 1909, show a marked increase 
both in the receipts and in the amount 
of mail matter distributed in St. Louis. 
The increase in receipts was $18,061.33, 
and the increase in matter distributed 
was 144,977 pounds. 

The only decrease shown was in mer- 
chandise mail. In August, 1908, 118,309 


pounds, or 375,039 pieces, was distributed,- 


while in August, 1909, the total was 111,- 
845 pounds, or 854,549 pieces, a decrease 
of 6464 pounds, or 20,490 pieces. 

The receipts of the office for August 
last year were $281,572.66, and this year, 
$299,623.99, an increase of $18,061.83, or 
6.41 per cent. 

Of letter mail, the St. Louis office dis- 
tributed 11,341,780 pieces in “August, 1909, 
and 10,244,896 pieces in 1908, an increase 
of 1,096,884, 

Of newspaper mail, 8,900,985 pieces were 
distributed in August, 1909, and 3,736,685 
in August, 1908, an increase of 164,300 
pieces. 

Of book and other third-class matter, 
8,508,996 pieces wer distributed in Au- 
gust, 1909, and 8,474,562 pieces in August, 
1908, an increase of 84,434 pieces.

One thousand mayors of cities 
throughout the United States are ex- 
pected to take part in the discussion 
government during Cen- 
tennial week in St. Louis, Oct. 8 to 9%. 
At a conference and banquet the presid- 
ing officers of municipalities will talk of 
the merits and. shortcomings of the com- 
mission form of municipal government. 

By the commission plan a city is gov- 
erned by a commission of five or more 
men, abolishing the upper and lower 
houses of lawmakers. The principal 
cities now using this form are Des 
Moines, Io., and Galveston, Tex.

If there is one man in ist. Louis that 
the schoolboy fears and dislikes more 
than any other, that man is John B. 
Quinn.: He is officially known as the 
truant officer, but the children have sev- 
eral less dignified an euphonious names 
for Quinn, and endow him with the 
characteristics of a demon. There are 11 
turant officers in St. Louis, for Quinn 
has 10 assistants, but he -is the boss 
turant officer, and therefore comes in 
for the lion’s share of the awe and 
fear of the boys. 


It is the task for Quinn and his crew 
to see that the boys go to <chool wheth- 
er they want to or not. 

Truant Officér Quinn is now fully con- 
vinced that he has a task ahead of him. 
The week’s enrollment in the public 
schools, as figured up yesterday, shows 
681 pupils less than on the opening week 
of last year, and Quinn thinks it is “up 
to” him and his deputies to bring the 
enrollment up to last year’s mark, and, 
possibly, higher. 

Population Increases. 

It is the theory of the truant officer 
that the population of St. Louis has in- 
creased, rather thei fallen off in the 
last 12 months, and he cannot believe 
that there are 681 less children in St. 
Louis now than there were in Septem- 
ber, 1908. 

There are just as many children now 
as there were a year ago, Quinn thinks, 
and possibly a few more. But dyures | 
show that the public school enrollment is | 
681 shy. 

It is therefore apparent, says Quinn, : 
that there are some 600 or 700 boys | 
and girls in St. Louis who are not|, 
attending school. This is as obvious, 
he says, as that two and two make} 
four—not sometimes, but all the time, 

Quinn has therefore set himself and 
the ten assistants the task of bring- 
ing in the missing pupils and bringing 
the attendance up to normal. The 
truant officers will start out tomorrow 
morning with vigor to corral all the} 
boys and girls of school age, who are. 
not attending school and put *them| 
where the 2030 teachers can work on| 
them, filling their small heads witli 
the three R’s, willy nilly. 

Office Cregted by Law. 

The position of truant officer, now 
held by Quinn is one of the results of 
the compulsory education measure 
passed by the State Legislature sev- 
eral years ago and originated by 
State Senator Thomas KE. Kinney of St. 
Louis. The law provides that all chil- 
dren must go to school, and obviously 
there must be somebody to make the 
children obey the law. 

The work of Quinn and his assist- 
ants is not easy. They must find all 
of the children of school age in the 
city, who are not attending school, 
and must make them go. They not 
cnly must find all truant children in 
homes, but must also locate all those 
working in offices, factories and oth- 
er places. In this part of the work, 
however, the traunt officers are aid- 

fed by the factory inspectors. The 

State laws now prohibit children un- 
der 14 years of age from working, 
and in enforcing this statute, the fac- 
tory inspectors help the fruant of- 
ficers, 

When children ‘are forced to quit 
work they are often willing to attend | 
school: There is one provision of the 
chiid labor and compulsory education 
regulations that gives much trouble to 
the truant officer.

He Was Laughing and Wife 
Thought His, Suicide 
Threat a Joke. 








Willlam David Jackson, expert chem- 
ist, compounded-.a deadly poison, which 
he took last night, and died-a painless 
death, while joking with his wife about 
committing suicide. 


Jackson lost his position as a chemist 
at the Merrell Drug Co. yesterday. He 
went to his home, at 759 Bayard avenue, 
and, at 6 p. m., called his wife and four 
children into the parlor. 

“I am going to commit suicide,” he 
said to his wife. “I want to kiss you 
and our children all soodee before I 
die,”’ 

Calling Marcella, aged 12, his oldest 
child to him, he kissed her and sent her 
out of the room. Then he kissed Wil- 
liam, aged 10, and sent him out. He took 
his twin boys, Byron and Harry, aged 
7, on his knee and kissed them. 


Head Drops Suddenly. 

As the twins romped out of the room 
to join their brother and sister, Jackson 
kissed his wife, and then said: 

“TI am ready to go now.” 

Mrs. Jackson had believed he was 
joking. She saw him take nothing, but 
presently he turned white, his head 
dropped suddenly on his chest, and he 
was dead before she realized that he 
was in earnest. 

Jackson apparently had seamnred the 
deadly poison in the form of a pill or 
capsule so he could take it in the pres- 
ence of his wife without her realizing 
what he was doing. A physician who 
Was called said death must have been 
caused by prussic acid, one of the 
deadliest of drugs, but no bottle that 
had contained any poison*could be found 
about the premises. 

Scottish Rite Mascn. 

Jackson was 42 years old. Recently 

he and his wife celebrated their (if- 
teenth wedding anniversary. Jackson's 
home life q@vas happy, and Mrs. Jackson 
told him, when he cqomplained abaut 
losing his position, that he must not 
become despondent, as he could readjly | 
find other employment. 
‘ Jackson did not appear to be serious 
when telling his wife and children he 
was going to take poison. He was 
laughing when he spoke. : 

The suddenness with which Jackson 
carried out his threat unnerved Mrs. 
Jackson, and she was almost pros- 
trated when neighbors arrived. *Jack- 
son was a Scottish rite mason and 
was a member of several other fraten- 
nal organizations,

PEARY FOR BITTER 
ATTACK ON COOK 


Harsh Words Criticised at 
Home and Abroad as Un- 
ethical and Unsportsman- 

like. 


ERIENDS ARE GRIEVED 


President of His Club Not So 
Sure That Cook Did 
Not Find Pole. 


SAID TO BE IMPETUOUS 
Supporters of Commander 
Fear His Temper and Dis- 
appointment Are Respon- 
sible.

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—Friends of 
Dr, F. A. Cook are declaring tonight 
that Commander Peary’s attempt to 
refute his claim as ciscoverer of the 
North Pole has acted as a boomerang. 
Even Peary’s friends feel that the 
strenuous language of the naval of- 
flcer, unaccompanied by any material) 
evidence, has hurt him among men 


who like fair play. 

Peary’s friends, while not assum- 
ing to apologize for his.attacks on 
Dr. Cook, find explanation for hls con- 
duct in the fact that he is a man oft 
high spirit, quick to anger, and a 
good deal of an egoist. 

This, they say, is evidenced by the 
complexion of his narrative describ- 
ing the dash to the pole, and by the 
fact that he wou'd permit no other 
man to share in the glory of its ul- 
timhnate success. 

Peary's acquaintances point to the 
probability that he was keenly dis- 
appointed upon’ returning to civiliza- 
tion to find that Cook had come back 
ahead of him with the greeting to 
the world, “I have found the pole.” 
It is suggested that Peary, in the 
pcesition of a man who has won, and 
yet failed, gave utterance to state- 
ments that may be quatified when 
time has assuaged the sting of dis- 
appointment. 

The strongest point in support of 
these facts is an interview tonight with 
Gen. Thomas H. Hubbard. president of 
the Peary Arctic Club. Neither Gen. 
Hubbard nor any member of the club 
has as yet received from Peary any 
word in amplification of his dispatches 
branding Dr. Cook’s claim of having 
been first to the pole as an attempt to 
foist a ‘‘go!d brick’’ upon the public. 


Gen. Thomas H. Hubbard, while firm- 
ly convinced of the good faith of Peary, 
is not inclined to take the naval officer’s 
challenge of Dr. Cook's claim as a cate- 
gorical declaration, based upon indis- 
putable proof that Dr. Cook did not 
reach the pole. He said: 

‘“T am not prepared to say that Dr. 
Cook did not reach the pole. I do not 
know whether he did or did not, but I 
understand Commander Peary’s atti- 
tude respecting his rival's claim. Fearful 
no doubt lest institutions like the U'ni- 
versity of Copenhagen and the Danish 
Geographical Society should take Dr. 
Cook's statements for granted and ac- 
cord him formal recognition, which later 
they could not very well withdraw, he 
took it upon himself to sound a warn- 
ing. 

“I do not take it that Commander 
Peary positively knows that Dr. Cook 
did not reach the pole, but he has heard 
that he did not, and, for this reason, 
urges tho public not to take the Cook 
story ‘too seriously.’ 

‘My attitude in the matter is one of 
waiting. It will he time enough to er- 
rive at a conclusion when the proofs of 
both claimants are laid before a board of 
competent judges.”’ 

A dispatch from Berlin tonight says: 

“The news that Commander Peary 
aso Was. Unaccompanied by white ob- 
servers When he reached the geggraphi- 
cal pointwhich he took to be the pole 
has “Started the discussion afresh re- 
garding the claims of Peary and Dr. 
Cook. German geographers, such as 
Gravelius, Hellmann, Siegiin, Suering 
and Iriedrich have been disposed 
tnroughout to believe the word of both 

Cook and Peary, as they had no reason 
to doubt the scientific competence or 
sincerity of either explorer. 


Too Bitter Against Cook. 

“The newspapers which are comment- 
ing freely on the subject consider that 
Commander Peary’s friends and pos- 
sibly he himself has shown teo bitter 
a feeling toward Dr. Cook, a feeling 
which, they say, is neither sportsman- 
like, scientific nor ethica). 

“Prof. H. Singer, writing in the Nord 
Deutsche Allegemeine Zeitung, says 
that scientific circles need not be deep- 
ly concerned whether the one or the 
other explorer took observations amid 
the fleld of ice which showed the in- 
struments to be located at the North 
Pole, or which reached there frst.

Special Mecting Tomorrow. 


A special meeting of the board of 
governors of the Aero Club will be held 
tomorrow, at which all the details of the 
handling of the aero events not yet ar- 
ranged will be decided upon. 

The offer of the $10,000 prize for an 
aeroplane race calls for an amount of 
rreparation that had not before oeen 
anticipated. An aerial course will have 
to be mapped’ out over the site of the 
World’s Fair grounds and towers erect- 
ed to mark it. 

The dirigible and spherical balloon 
races will be’ held from the Aero 
Club grounds, at Newstead and Taylor 
avenues. A grand stand has been erect- 
ed there for the members of the Aero 
Club of St. Louis. An enclosure on the 
north of the field will probably be 
turned over to the public. For thé ac- 
commodation of the thousands who are 
expected to gather in the neighbor- 
hood, arrangements are already being 
made by enterprising individuals for 
grand stands to be erected on lawns and 
the roofs of the houses in the vicinity. 

Curtiss to Use “Gold Bug.” 

The machine in which Curtiss will fly 
is the fastest flying machine that has so 
far ever traveled through the air. It is 
@ biplane, made of a framework of bam- 
boo, over which a yellow cloth is 
stretched. When flying in the sunlight 
it gives an appearance justifying its 
name, “Gold Bug.” 

In the center, between the two planes, 
is placed the eight-cylinder  efgife 
Which has a direct connection with a 
two-bladed propeller which whirls ui- 
rectly behind the engine and the two 
planes. Curtiss sits on a seat built into 
the frame work in front of his engine. 

Curtiss turns his machine to the right 
or left and up and down by a steering 
v. Leel resembling that of an automobile. 
The turning of the wheel turns the 
verticle rudder in the rear, which sends 
the machine either to the right or left. 
and by pulling this steering wheel to- 
ward him Curtiss tilts the little plane 
in fropt and sends his craft upward and 
by pushing it forward it makes the me- 
chanical bird dip toward the eartb. 

Moves Planes With Back. 

The equilibrium of the delicate craft 
when it is struck by a side gust of 
wind is maintained by Curtiss with the 
aid of two little planes placed beiween 
the main planes at their extremities. 
These planes aro connected by wires 
with the back rest of Curtiss’ seat. This 
back rest is movable. So when he finds 
his machine tilting, Curtiss moves and 
the back rest moves the planes, bring- 
Ing the craft to an ever’ keel again. 

The Wrights and most of the French 
aviators preserve their equilibrium 
the air by @ lever they operate by 
tip. connecting with movable wing 
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craft in the world, Curtiss has been 
abie to get off the ground in quicker 
and more decisive fashion than any of 
his competitors at Kheims and at Bres- 
Cla. He takes his place in his. geat, 
starts the motor, his assistants hold the 
machine while the propeller starts a 
small gale of wind_in the rear, and 
Strives hard to push the machine away 
in spite of the men holding her. 

Curtiss then waits until ths rattling 
volley of explosions from his engine 
tells that the cylinders ar. working in 
unison, and gives the word to let go. 

The machine leaps forward like a 
greyliound unieashed, runs over the 
ground with the wheels lightly touch- 
ing, then begins skimming with the 
wheles a few inches clear of the ground 
and suddenly, in respone to the tilting 
by Curtiss of the horizontal plane, turns 
upward and begins its flight into the 
sky. He generally begins this ascent 
within 100 yards of his starting point. 

Uniike the Wright machine, which 
divs continually, the Curtiss biplane 
when it strikes the level he wishes to 
fly in—generally 75 feet above the 
ground—runs on an even keel, and the 
vniy deviation from its steady cours: 
seems to be when he moves the steer- 
ing wheel. 

A spectator cannot help but keep from 
wondering what keeps the Curtiss ma- 
Chine in the air. Its area of surface 
is just about one-half that of the 
Wright machine, and yet the engine 
and the driver's seat are as large. 

The impression is given that the ter- 
rific power of the whirling propeller in 
the rear is sending a man and an en- 
gine through the air by themselves, with 
the supporting surfaces giving the di- 
rection to the flight only. 

Because of the smallness of the wing 
area and the fact that the planes are 
parallel, it is difficult to follow the 
Curtiss machine half a mile away. At 
that distance one can make out the 
tigure of a man in midair sitting be- 
tween two thin lines. At the distance 
of a mile the aeroplane disappears, ex- 
cept when an upward or downward dive 
brings the side of the planes in view. 

Latham Craft Like Bird. 


Hubert Latham, whom the Aero Club 
hopes to ‘bring here Centennial week, 
has a monoplane that was described by 
the correspondents at Rheims as be- 
ing the most graceful that circied 
in the sky over the plains of Bethany. 
It resembles a sea gull, with its two 
huge wings etretching out from either 
side of the engine body, which is round 
Mike the body of a bird. 

Latham has stayed longer in the air 
with his machine than any other aviator 
in the world, and he has gone.-up in the 
face of; winds that kept the other con- 
testants at Rheims in their sheds. He 
seems to Rave perfect control over his 
craft and frequently takes his hands off 
the three steering wheels and lights a 
cigarette. He flew at Rheims through 
a wind and rain storm. 

Farman Flics Long Distance. 


Henry Farman, another of the French 
aviators, who may be persuaded to 
come here, has a biplane resembling the 
Wrights’, but bullt on less graceful 
lines, and with a cumbersome box-tall 
arrangement in the rear. 

Farman’s prestige as an aviator comes 
from the long cross-country flights that 
he has made. He holds the record for 
this end of the sport and has unlimited 
nerve when behind the perms wheel 
of his machine. 

Delagrange was formerly a partner 
of Farman and drove biplanes of the 
Farman type. But In the last month he 
has become one of the drivers of the 
BleMiot type of aeroplane, which is @ 
monoplane, with @ much smaller wing 
area than Latham’s, and with a more 
powerful motor.

FAST FOR SIX HOURS 


Commander May Not’ Reach 
North Sydney Before 
“ Sept. 25. 


By Associated Press. 
ST. JOHNS. N. F., Sept. 11.—According 
to Capt. Neilsen of the fishing steamer 


Taff, which arrived here tonight fnom 


Battle Harbor; Labrador, Commander 
Peary's steamer Roosevelt was badly 
damaged by ice in the North and may 
not get to North Sydney before Sept. 2%. 
The Roosevelt struck a rock while en- 
tering Battle Harbor and was fast for 
six hours, but was not seriously dam- 
aged by this accident. 

The Taff left Battle Harbor early 
yesterday morning with a cargo of fish 
for a wholesale merchant In this city. 
She was in port last Wednesday when 
the Roosevelt arrived from Indian 
diarbor. 

Peary Needed Coal. 

The Roosevelt put in to take on a sup- 
Ply of coal and also to give Comm@gn- 
der Peary an opportunity to send de- 
tails of his far northern trip to the 
United States by way of the Wireless 
stat‘on at that port. 

Capt. Neilsen says that when enter- 
ing .Battle Harbor the Roosevelt en- 
countered a fishing schooner at anchor 
in the channel, and in attempting to 
feel her way by the steamer struck a 
rock and was held fast for six hours 
until the rising tide enabled Capt. 
Bartlett to back off. The steamer was 
not badly damaged by her contact with 
the ledge. 

Capt. Neilsen says that Commander 
Peary and Capt. Bartlett showed him 
over the ship and told him that the pole 
had been reached. When Capt. Neilsen 
asked Peary if he was certain he had 
found the pole the Commander de- 
clared: 

“Oh, I got there; you may rest as- 
sured of that.”’ 

When the commander of the Taff 
asked Peary what he though of Dr. 
Cook’s claim Pé@ary replied that Cook’s 
Eskimos had- assured him that Cook 
scarcely went out of-sight of land. 

Ship. Badly Battered, 

Neilson further said that the Roose- 
velt was badly battered and that her 
hull showed the bruises made by jagged 
meces of ice. He said that the Oakum 
was dropping from her seams when she 
reached Battle Harbwr and that Peary 
engaged twenty men there to assist 
the crew in giving the ship a complete 
vverhauling, cleaning and painting. 

He also said that when he left Bat- 
tle Harbor yesterday it was the _ in- 
tention of Peary and Bartlett to run 
the Roosevelt to Assize Harbor, where 
she would, remain for ten or twelve 
days so that the men would not be 
hartapered in their work by stormy 
weather. Capt. Neilsen said that the 
*xpedition expected to reach Sydney 
about Sept. 25. 

The crew of the Roosevelt are all well 
but look thin and tired and, according 
1o Capt. Neilsen, the most worn looking 
member of the expedition is Commander 
Peary himself. Neilsen was informed 
tnat the Peary party underwent severe 
}urdships in their night and day marches 
during the final stages of the dash to 
the pole 

The expedition encountered blizzards 
and, acording t« Nelsen, was obliged 
i» kill dogs for food Prof. Ross Mar- 
vin was drowned and an Eskimo was 
lost. 

The party journeyed over 400 milege on 
sledges over fair ice conditions. although 
ar one time Peary 1nd several of his 
nen had a narrow escape from being 
earried away by a break up of an ice 
fioe. The Roosevelt was moored in lati- 
tude 82.2% during the winter. 

Capt. Neilsen said that the rigging 
of the Roosevelt presented a curious 
sight. About forty musk ox heads and 
heads of reindeer were suspended fo 
dsy. On the deck are 12 dogs, the last 
of nearly 200 taken poleward. Above the 
deckhouse are kennels containing foxes 
and other animals which Commander 
Peary is taking to the United States. 
In the hold of the vessel is a large sup- 
ply of skins and furs, a number of Eski- 
mo skeletons and bones of strange anl- 
mals, 

When the ship reached Battle Harbor 
her bunkers held Only five tons of coal. 
At that place she took on board 60 tons 
to carry her to Sydney. 

The crew and explorers are dressed 
in semi-Arctic attire. All were very anx- 
jous to» hear news from the outside 
world, little of which they obtained at 
Indian Harbor, the first port entered aft- 
er the Roosevelt left the frozen north.

COOK TELLS WHY HE TOOK 
A NEW ROUTE TO THE POLE 


By Associated Press. 

- ON BOARD STEAMER OSCAR II, 
Eept. 11 (by wireless telegraph)—In re- 
zponding to an address of welcome to 
Chrigttansand, Dr. Cook said: 

“An explorer cannot receive greater 
honor than the appreciation of a people 
who understand him. In Norway, you 
nave many explorers, and some of them 
have been among my dearest friends. I 
ndmire the breadth, energy and scientific 
eccuracy of Nansen, but have only had 
the honor of Sverdrup’s acquaintance for 
the past few days, while your Boald 
z.mundsen is my old friend. No mod- 
ern work of arctic explorers can be 
thought of without consulting Nansen, 
who, by his force and originiality, has 
iaade himself one of the finest explorers 
‘a the world. 

“Our success has had a very important 
‘elation to the work of Capt. Sverdrup. 
When his ‘New Land’ was published, I 
saw a new route to the pole, but I told 
10 ones The opportunity came to try 
this routs, and Commander Peary seems 
to be angry because I did not ask his 
permission. 

Did Not Ask Peary. 

“Over this route our destiny was 
worked out. I am. therefore indebted 
to Sverdrup, his companions and the 
people of Norway, who sent him, for 
the fruit of our contest. Amundsen is 
starting out for a new polar campaign. 
He is the man for the pruspectivd work. 
Now it is asked: ‘Since we got to the 
pole, why another expedition?’ To this 
I am bound to answer that the book of 
Arctic exploration has only just been 
opened. We have been to the boreal 
center by sled; we have borne all that 
we could, but we left much for Amund- 
sen and future generations to do. The 
next great problem will be the study of 
the deep sea. This Amundsen will un- 
dertake, and all the world should help 
him. 

“Another problem is the tracing of 
the origin. of the Eskimos. A Danish 
expedition is in prospect for this purpose 
under Knud Rasmussen. He also needs 
liberal support. 

“You have received me with open 
arms. Your welcome rings with the 
cheers of friendship. I am glad I can 
say that to Nansen, Sverdrup, Amund- 
sen and the people whom you represent 
belongs a large share of the credit for 
tl.is polar contest."’ 


COPENHAGEN PAPERS ALL 
SUPPORT DR. COOK’S SIDE 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 11.—Denmark 
apparently remains faithful in sup- 
porting Dr. Cook. All the Copenhagen 
newspapers today reiterate their be- 
lief in him. Sentiment doubtless is a 
factor in this feeling; the Danes are 
proud that the explorer visited their 
country first. Moreover there is a 
noticeable prejudice against Com- 
mander Peary on account of the re- 
ports from the Danish colony in 
Greenland of his treatment of the Es- 
kimos, and the allegations by Capt. 
Otto Sverdrup’s friends that Peary 
treated Sverdrup shabbily when the 
two expeditions met in the Arctic. 

With regard to the alleged ill treat- 
ment of the Eskimos, it has not been 
possible to obtain any definite speci- 
story.

Mansion Mentioned in Winston 
Churchill’s Novel to 
Change Hands.

Fine Old Home Will Become 
a Jewish Hospital—Valued 
at $25,000. 


Title to the late Isaac H. Sturgeon’s 
residence, celebrated as ‘‘Bellegarde,” in 
W‘nston Churchill’s novel, “The Crisis,” 
will pass tomorroy’ from Mr. Sturgeon’s 
heirs to a representative of an asso- 
ciation which will convert the old man- 
sion into a Jewish hospital. 

Tyler Sturgeon, who as trustee repre- 


scents some of the heirs—three daughters 
and four sons of Isaac H. Sturgeon— 
says the deal wi)! be closed tomorrow, 
after having remained of doubtful issue 
f-i some time. The prospective pur- 
chaser has an option to buy the his- 
toric property for $25,000. Mr. Sturgeon 
says the papers have been prepared and 
are ready for signature. 

Besides the heirs of Mr. Sturgeon 
others who will receive a share of the 
$25,000 are Mrs. Winston Churchill, wife 
of the novelist who has made the old 
home famous, and Mrs. John C. Orrick. 

- Was Built in 1844, 

The part which “Bellegarde”’ has in 
Winston Churchill’s book is but a rec- 
ognition of the real importance of the 
old mansion in the social and political 
affairs of S . Loul: during the Civil War 
and for many years before that. 

Beverly Allen, the grandfather of Mrs. 
Winston Churchill, built the house in 
1844-5. At that time it was far beyond 
the commercial precincts of the city, 
but was the gathering place of all the 
important personages of Mr. Allen's 
day. 

Mr. Allen was a Virginian, with all 
the lavish hospitality of a Southerner, 
and the wealth to maintain his social 
and political position. He came to St. 
Louis in the early 4’s, after having 
been appointed District Attorney. Be- 
fore his home was completed, he died. 
Mrs. Allen became hostess and gave the 
brillant entertainments which partly 
from remembrance and partly from tra- 
dition, Winston Churchill has described 
in his “Crisis.’’ 

Dr. Charles Pope, John O’Fallon, 
Thomas H. Benton, Gen. Fremont, 
(saac H. Sturgeon and others of equa! 
station at the time were frequent 
guests a. “Rellegarde.” James Yeat- 
man, noted as a philanthropist, was 
one of Mrs. Allen’s friends and guests 
whom Churchill has portrayed in “The 
Crisis.” Mr. Yeatman was the origin- 
al of the character Hobart Brinsmade. 

Rendezvous of Unionists. 

“Bellegarde” was the rendezvous of 
those St. Loulsans who were loyal 
to the Union before and during the 
Civil War. So conspicuous had this 
espousal of the Union made the Allen 
family that Mrs. Churchill’s grand- 
mother sat sometimes in terror all 
night in expectation of an attack by 
Confederate soldiers or Southern sym- 
pathizers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11-—The Pope is 
against the engagement and marriage of 
Miss Katherine Elkins to the Duke of 
the Abruzzi. This information was given 
by a high official, who returned from 
Rome a few days ago, and who has been 
Officially conversant with all the devel- 
opments in this affair. This developed 
after a dispatch from Paris intimated 
that a secret marriage might result. 

He said that, although the Vatican’s 

influence is entirely ignored by the

CHAMPION RULED OUT 


California Title Holder Is Dis- 
qualified When His Ma- 
chine Is Disabled.

LOWELL, Mass., Sept. 11.—More than 
a score of motorcycles, handled by ex- 
pert operators, hummed over a minia- 
ture Merrimec Valley course today, in 
competition for the road championship 
ef the country. 

The breaking of standard records 
above the mile was not possible, owing 
to the fractional length of the curtailed 
course. This fact, however, established 
records for such distances as 9.6 miles, 
19.2 miles and 51.8 miles. These will be 
accepted as such, it is understood. 

The best mile of the day was that of 
48 1-5s. made by Freddie Huyck of Chi- 
cago, driving an Indian machine. This 
performance gave him the Speed King 
trophy for the fastest mile on a 
straight-away with a flying start. 

The course used measured 3.2 miles. 
The fastest time made over this was 
3m. 2 45s. by Stanley Kellogg of New 
York, in a 8 3-5mile race, driving a 
Merkel machine. 

What had been expected to be the 
feature event of the day—that of the 
19.2 miles free-for-all—proved to be an 
easy victory for Jake de Rosier of 
Springfield. He had but two compett- 
tors, one of whom was Ed Lingenfelder 
of Alhambra, Cal., the present cham- 
pion. The Californian’s Soreigh machine 
broke down and he tried to continue the 
race in a domestic cycle and disquall- 
fied. 

Among the amateurs who occupied 
most of the program the feature was 
the 61.8-mile race. There were seven 
starters. Of this field Walter Goerke 
of Brooklyn, N. Y.. driving an Indian 
machine, was the winner. The drivers 
made thé 16 laps of the course in 1 hour

TURKEY WANTS 
$30,000,000 10 
BUILD ROADS 


Would Like to Get American 
Gold and Also to Use 
American Methods. 





Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 30.—There 
ls a chance for American financiers to 
invade Turkey and invest their money 
where natural resources are great. The 
Minister of the Interior is prepared to 
receive bids for a loan of $30,800,000 bear- 
ing 4-per-cent interest and 1 per cent to 
be set aside as a sinking fund. This 
sum is required for the completion of 
the Hejas and other railways begun un- 
der the old regime and carried out by 
public subscription throughout the Is- 
lamic world, with the exception of Mo- 
rocco. The total sum required to com- 
plete the entire system is in the neigh- 
borhood of $80,000,000. 

The loan will be issued in parcels. The 
first—that is, the $30,800,000—-is now of- 
fered. 

I saw Kalajian Effendi, the new Min- 
ister of Public Works, who, by the 
way, is an Armenian and a deputy from 
Constantinople in the Turkish Parlia- 
ment. 

I asked the Minister if his Government 
would welcome American capital to help 
them in this project and other public 
enterprises, to which he replied: 

“Surely, surely; not only would we 
welcome American money, but also 
American methods, which place them 
so conspicuously in the world, their grits. 
attitudes, genius and all that which is 
Americanism, we hold with reverent re- 
spect. Tell them that they are welcome 
here.”’ 

I asked them if they would use Ameri- 
can rails and other materials for build- 
ing the railway, to which he replied:

Now 
if there is one thing that must fail to 
excite the sympathy, even to such an 
aristocracy-ridden race as the English, 
it is the squealing of a millionaire 
Duke because he is asked to fairly con- 
tribute to the public expenses. . | 

Mr. Balfour is said to have Issued an 
edict that no duke is to be permitted 
to speak on the budget again from a 
Tory platform, and as they are all 
Tories, they are all closured. For the 
same. reason, the coming-of-age festiv- 
ities of the young Marquis of Stafford, 
the eldest son and heir to the Duke and 
Duchess /of Sutherland, have been post- 
poned until the budget is done with, 
and they are to be far less ostentatious 
than if political exigencies did not 
make it desirable that, for the moment, 
dukes should be made to appear a pov- 
erty-stricken class. Lord Stafford has 
rot been blessed with very good health. 
In fact, for several years he has win- 
tered abroad, so that he had not been 
seen or heard of much among young 
bloods of his class. 

His father, the Duke of Sutherland; 
is a very praiseworthy aristocrat. He 
does not care for society, is a good 
landlord, and takes a serious interest 
in politics. He is president of the At- 
lantic Union, and greatly interested 
in tightening the bonds between Great 
Britain and America. 

The Duchess, following in the foot- 
steps of her half-sister, the Countess 
of Warwick, manifested Socialistic lean- 
ings a few years ago, but latterly she 
has ceased to figure in that line. The 
Duke of Sutherland is one of the big- 
gest land owners in Great Britain and 
owns nearly the whole of Sutherland- 
shire. It was from him that Andrew 
Carnegie bought his Skibo estate of 
x,000 acres—just a corner of the Duke’s 
possessions !» that region.

Renters and Hired Men 


Will Let Property Run 


Down and Wealth of State Will Be Im- 
paired, Says Secretary Coburn. 





TOPEKA, Kanh., Sept. 1L—F. D. Co- 

burmy Secretary of the Kansas Board 
of Agriculture, fs dismayed at the tend- 
ency of the Kansas farmer to move 
to town to live. and let his hired man 
or a renter till his farm, while he lives 
off the owner’s réntal shares. 
“The exodus of the farmers to the 
towns In Certral "Kansas is becoming 
so general,’’ says Mr. Coburn, “that it 
is the exception and not the rule to find 
a farm tilled by the owner. It takes 
an owner to keep up a farm properly. 
A tenant is careless and soon lets the 
property run down. Of course, it will 
take years for the tenants to reduce 
the value of the Kansas farms, but just 
give them time and it is sure to hap- 
pen. The present owners of the land 
probably never will notice this, but 
their children will.’ 

The annual census of Kansas shows 
that the urban population is growing 
more rapidly than the country and de- 
talled figures show that most of this 
increase ig that of farmers moving to 
tcwn. 

Schools Are the Ottraction. 


"The cause of this exodus is that the 
farmers havé sO much money that they 
do not know what to do with it,’”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Coburn. “Many of them 
have children just becoming of high 
school or college age. They want to 
give them a good education and do not 
Uke the idea of having their children 
away for the greater purt cf the year. 
So they move to town to give their chil- 
Gren an education and then do not move 
back. 

“This is really a serious problem in 
Kansas. There is no business that wil' 
return dividends of equal amount for 
honest labor as farming in Kansas. But 
it seems to be in the blood of many 
ycung men and women that they must 
live in the city, and to the city they 
go. I cannot see any particular ad- 
vantage of city over. country life. A 
man who has worked hard om his farm 
all of his life ought to get real rest- 
less loafing around a country town or 
even in a city.

He 
can see that the crops are properly ro- 
tated and properly tilled. He can work 
when he wants to while when he moves 
to the city he cannot even work when 
he feels like it and he becomes discon- 
tented and there is no more pitiable a 
person than a discontented farmer who 
is aching to get back to his pigs and 
cows and horses and crops. 

“The tenant is only interested in get- 
ing tho largest crop possible from the 
land. He does not care about the ap- 
pearance of the house or barn and does 
not keep the hedges trimmed or the 
weeds cut or the barnyard cleaned. The 
owner who lives on his farm does al! 
these things. He thinks he will be hap- 
pier in town, but in every single in- 
stance that I know of, and I know of 
many, they have finally become rest- 
less and discontented after the novelty 
of city Mfe wears off and they want 
to get back to the farm. It was in- 
humanity to persuade him to move in 
the first place, but they do it and it 
ought not to be.’’

WILL GIVE ADVICE 





Their Business Is to Suggest 
Maximum and Minimum 
Rates. 





BEVERLY, Mass., Sept. 11.—President 
“aft today appointed the new tariff com- 
mission or board which is to assist him 
n the execution of the new tariff law 
with especial reference to applying the 
maximum end minimum clauses to other 
nations. : 

The new board consists of three mem- 
hers—Prof. Henry C. Emery of Yale, 
chairman’ James B. Reynolds of Massa- 
chusetts, now assistant secretary of the 


‘lreasury and Alvin H. Sanders of Chi 
cigo, at present editer and proprietor of 
the Breeders’ Gazette. 

In announcing the selection of this 
rew board authorized by the Payne tar- 
iff bill, the following statement was 
given out at the executive offices to- 
night: 

“The president and the secretary of 
the Treasury have agreed upon the plan 
that these gentlemen are to constitute 
ihe board and are to be given authority 
to employ such special experts as may 
be needed in the investation of the for- 
cign and domestic tariff.”’ 

President in Conference. 

The announcement followed a confer- 
ence this afternoon between the Presi- 
dent and Secretary MacVeagh. Mr. 
‘Taft had left entirely in the hands of 
the secretary the selection of the com- 
mission and today--approved the men 


‘|recommended by Mr. MacVeagh. 


It had been a question until today as 
to whether the new board should con- 
sist of three or five members. It was 
finally agreed, however, that the smaller 
number, assisted by such experts as 
they deemed necessary would act more 
quickly than the larger number and 
with equal effectiveness. 

There has been discussion ever since 
the passage of the Payne bill as to just 
what authority the Tariff Commission 
shall have. 

As the measure left the House of 
Representatives it provided that the 
cemmission or board ef experts should 
advise both the President and Congress 
on technical questions about the tariff. 
The Senate did not approve of this 
broad authority and so amended the 
provision for the appointment of the 
bourd so as to prescribe that the duties 
should be limited to assisting the Pres- 
ident in the administration of the sec- 
tion relating to maximum and minimum 
rates, 

At the time of the tariff fight in 
Wathington the President indicated to 
callers at the White House that he did 
pot look witr any great concern upon 
the limitatiors imposed by the Senate 
and left the impression that he felt the 
Commission would be able to do all that 
the framers of the measure originally 
intended and all that the Chief Execu- 
tive could hope for. 

“Rose by Any Other Name.” 

It is related in this connection that 
when the President once was asked 
whether he preferred the name “tariff 
commission” or “foreign tariff board,’ 
he replied with a smile: 

‘"T have no particular choice. You 
know that a rose by any other name’’—— 

No announcoment was made today as 
to what valaries the three commission- 
ers are to receive. Congress appporiat- 
ed @ lump sum of $76,000 to cover Sala- 
ties and the expenses of the investiga- 
tions of the Commission. -

COME HOME NOW: 


Forced to Prolong Visits Abroad 
Because ‘Crowded Ships Are 
Unable to Carry Them.

LONDON, Sept.» 2—Many Americans 
are unwilling guests of London just new, 
owing to the impossibility of getting 
suitable accommodations for the return 
voyage across the Atlantic. The pres- 


sure for berths seems to be somewhat: 


greater than in former years, because 
the greatest bulk of visitors started from 
the American side late in the season 
and consequently the majority of them 
all wish to go back at the same time. 

At. all the steamship offices there are 
long waiting lists and hundreds of eager 
inquiries are made for opportunities to 
sail opened by persons who have booked 
in advance deciding to defer their de- 
parture. Few such chances occur and 
agents of all lines say that hardly’ any 
relaxation of the pressure can, be expect- 
ed before the first or second week in 
October. 

Officers of all the ocean greyhounds 
are receiving higher premiums for ced- 
ing their rooms to passengers than ever 
before was known. An instance is cited 
of the second officer’s berth on the

Steaniship officiais agree with 
hotel men that this season has been very 
lucrative and the latter haif has been 
better than many seasons which were 
regarded as exceptional.

William Edmund Ffarrington, the 
young squire of Worden Hall, married 
a little more than a year ago at the 
age of 21, and within eight months was 
fatally stricken with typhoid fever. At 
that time it was mentioned that unless 
a posthumous 80n was born to the young 
widow, Col. Ffarrington of Wigan, as 
the representative of a younger. branch 
of the family, would fall into the di- 
rect line of succession.

“Moving upward, from the moment of 
infancy to the moment of maturity, we 
are constantly engaged in the absorp- 
tion of apples—all that we can get le 
gally, and some that we have got un- 
lawfully. If anyone is here With a con- 
science free from that imputation it Is 
now the time for him to speak. 


Confesses His Wrong. 

“Then we come to the hour of man- 
hood, when before us lie the vast plains 
of life, with their various paths leadins 
to good and to évil. Then we have the 

‘hoicé before us whether we will pre 
gardeners or not. I do not mean prac. 
tical gardeners, but gardenérs in taste 
in sentiment, in appreciation. 

“There it is—from that moment I 
trace my deterioration, for I did not 
choose to be a gardener in taste. I 
am sometimes afraid it is almost ton 
late to adopt that special form of en- 
joyment. 

“Yet to this audience I am quite free 
to. confess that I was wrong.

“The gardener, by the nature of his 
occupation is, or. should be, physically 
and intellectually and morally the best 
of our rural population, He has the 
closest intercourse with our mother 
earth without the incessant labor of 
the plow, His task is to explore and 
to watch all her secrets. 

“It is his duty to deal in fara with 
all the miracles of nature—the bud, tho 
flower, afd the fruit. He is first to 
see the opening leaf and the first green 
spike that plerces the mould. 

“If I were a ruler, which I thank 
heaven I am‘ not, I would do all I 
could to multiply and increase such 
men.”’

Wheat Moderately Bulled by De- 
cline in Spring Variety—Cash 
Demand Strong.

The feature of the Government report 
on grains, issued last Wednesday, was 
the big deterioration in the condition of 
the corn crop during the month of Au- 
gust. The average condition of that 
grain is now 74.6 per cent, which shows 
& drop of practically 10 points since the 
last previous report. Thig is the first 
imme in over fifteen years that a decline 
vf such magnitude has occurred at this 
time of the year. The condition of spring 
wheat is 88.6 per cent, a drop of 3 points 
ior the month, and oats, 83.8 per cent. 

Indicates 2,605 000,000 Bushels. 

Reduced to bushels, the report indi- 
cates a corn crop of 2,605,000,000 bu, 
which is a loss of 341,000,000 bu since 


vear. The seven surplus states have 
i,507,000,000 bu, a loss of 290,000,000 bu 
‘ance last menth, but 80,000,000 bu over 
a year ago. The report confirmed the 
private reports of damage from serious 
crouth and later of unfavorable weather, 
which have been coming in during the 
rast month. It caused a largely higher 
trend ‘of prices in the corn market. 
Spring Wheat 88.6 Per Cent. 

The spring wheat condition of 88.6 per 
cent compares with 91.6 per cent & 
month ago and 77.6 per cent a year ago. 
The 10-year average is 76.9 per cent. 
This drop in the condition of spring 
wheat was somewhat more than gener- 
ally expected and caused a moderate 
tullishness in the wheat pit.

2 red wheat sold at $1.10 to $1.12%; No. 8 
red at $1.06 to $1.10; No. 4 red at 9c to 
$1.07; No. 2 hard at+$102 to $1.07; No. 3 
hard at $1 to $1.01, and No. 4 hard at 
8c to $1.01. 

Northwest Weather Clear. 

The weather in the Northwest was 
generally clear and favorable for the 
threshing and marketing of the spring 
wheat crop. There were plentiful rains 
throughout the winter belt nearly all 
week. While this, in restricting the 
movement, may cause some immediate 
inconvenience, the wet weather is put- 
ting the ground into excellent condition 
for the fall plowing. However, in con- 
ditions such as the present, when cash 
wheat is commanding such a ready sale 
and shorts are in a quandary as to a 
method of securing wheat for delivery on 
September contracts, the movement is 
considered of paramount importance 
and the moisture had somewhat of a 
bullish influence in the pit. 

Dullness was the principal feature of 
the trade in all positions. There was 
practically no foreign business, the sea- 
beard and the Northwest reporting ex- 
port bids few and out of line. The flour 
business, according to advices from the 
big centers in Minneapolis is quiet. 

Foreign Markets Steady. 

Foreign markets were mostly in a 
steady position. Russia continues to of- 
fer wheat very liberally and exports 
from that country and Danubian peints 
are large. Arrivals of American wheat 
at Liverpool are grading better than re- 
cently and there was a big increase in 
the Buropean visible. The foreign crop 
summary, however, was a very bullish 
document.

UNION ELECTRIC 


Both Sides Urged: to Attend 
Hearings of Public Service 
Commission. 


Public hearings to which will be in- 
vited representatives of the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co., and consum- 
ers of electric current, will be conduct- 
ed by the Public Service Commissior 
next month. The inventories and ap- 
praisements of the physical properties 
of the Union Electric Co. will be com- 
pleted by Oct. 15, the Commissioners be- 
lieve, and the question of rates and 
service will then be in order. 

One provision of the ordinance creat- 
ing the Commission requires that a re- 
port shall be made to the Municipal 
Assembly at ‘least once every six 
months, and, in addition, at the con- 
clusion of its investigation into any 
one subject. The Commission began its 
study of the electric rates in June, two 
months after its organization, so that 
some report will be due the Assembly 
before Jan. 1. 

At this stage of the investigation the 
Commissioners say, it is impossible to 
foretell whether their recommendations 
respecting the Union's rates will mean 
au increase or a decrease. The Commis- 
sion has no authority to fix but can 
only recommend charges for service ren- 
dered by the several public utilities of 
the city. 

Bids for printing a collation of all 
the franchises grants and legislation 
passed in behalf of railroads, lighting 
companies, telephone companies, re- 
frigerating and like corporations, will 
be asked by the City Register probab- 
ly this week These franchises and 
ordinances, together with pertinent 
decisions of the various courts of the 
State, have been collected and in- 
dexed by Chairman Joseph L. Hornsby 
of the Commission.

RIVETING MACHINE ‘SLIPS, 
TURNS, HAMMERS OPERATOR 


Workman Pounded by Compressed 
_ Air Apparatus at the Rate of 


200 Strokes a Minute. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11.—Pounded 
at the rate of 200 strokes a minute and 
with a force that drives rivets through 
huge iron plates, Frank McManus, 22 
years old, of 1518 Swain street, was 
nearly hammered to death this morning 
when a powerful compressed air riveter, 
with which he was working at the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works, slipped from a 
plate and turned upon him, whirling 
about and striking him with lightning 
rapidity. 

McManus was saved from instant 
death only by the fact that the pliability 
of his body gave way to the hammering 
of the riveter and did not offer the re- 
sistance of a solid object. Neverthe- 
less, McManus’ head was badly beaten 
and his body was covered with cuts and 
bruises. He is in the hospital hovering 
between life and death, but his physi- 
clans say he has a fighting chance. 

To the onlookers it seemed that the 
tool pursued’ McManus, striking him to 
the floor every time he sought to free 
himseif. It was several moments be- 
fore someone had the presence of mind 
to shut off the power and drag the un- 
conscious man away from the lingering 
oe of the riveter.

RICKET, that fascinating En- 
‘# glish: tea drinkers’. pastime, 
has several very ardent devo- 
tees located here in St. Louis, In the 
roll of honor can be found such names 
as J. B. Davies, A. Kennedy, the Rev. 
BD. Duckworth, William Chadwick, Dr. 
A. Murray, Stanley Willett, J. J. Mc- 
Donaugh, D. N. McLaren, P. C. Roos, 
William Byre, William Price, G. H. 
Pring and last, but not least, WiIl- 
liam D. Robinson, or “Robbie,” as he 
is familiarly known. 


These few gentlemen make up the 
roster of that gallant band who are 
trying to put this exhilarating sport 
on the map in St. Louis. 

As is pretty well known, gentle 
fans, cricket aoesn’t cut a large chunk 
of cheese in these parts where is 
nailed the Stars and Stripes, as Dr. 
Cook and Commander Peary would 
say. But in distant lands, where 
flaunts the Union Jack of Johnny 
Bull, the bloomin’ game of cricket 
cops the entire gate receipts, if there 
are any. 

Length of Game Bars 

All but Gentlemen. 


RICKET is @ gentleman’s game, 
® because it generally takes 

three days to play a match. 
Some joxer is likely to go to bat right 
after luncheon, don‘t you know, and 
when the shades of evening com- 
mence to flutter you may find the 
same kid on the job, having made 138 
runs. — 

Suffering mackerel! How many 
bases would Ty Cobb steal in a game 
of cricket? ‘But Ty would have to 
forget all he knew about base run- 
ning, because there are no bases to 
steal in cricket. And then, don't you 
know, it isn’t considered good form 
by our best cricketers to get out of 
a slow walk when you have made a 
hit or a “drive.” You must be beastly 
proper about it all. 


Cricket is played with a ball a 
quarter of an inch larger in diam- 
eter than a baseball and a half-ounce 
heavier. The pitcher is called the 
bowler and the catcher the wicket] § 
keeper. There are 11 men to the 
side and on either side there are three 
sticks stuck in the ground to a depth 
of three inches. On top of these sticks 
are two small ones, laid flat and 
called bales. Four feet from front is 
a line chalked off called the “pop- 
ping crease,” inside of which the bat- 
ter must stand.

sembling the wild and. reckless fling 
of an old tomato can at a disappear- 
ing cat. The batsman handles a 
stick which must not-exceed four and 
one-fourth inches in its widest part 
nor 38 inches in length. 

The outfielders are placed according 
to where the bowler. thinks they 
ought to be for a certain batter, and 
according*to whether he is a left or 
a right hander. Three men behind 
the wicket keeper are called the 
“slips.” There are other fielders called 
the “third man,’ “point,” “cover 
point,” ‘“mid-off,” “long-off” and 
“mid-on.” There are 54 rules, or 
laws, about the same number of un- 
written laws that one is supposed to 
carry in his noodle. 

Armed with this bunch of infor- 
mation in cricket, I set out on an ex- 
pedition to find Prof. Robinson, ac- 
companied by my guide and interpret- 
er, Mr. Stanley Willett, a well-known 
local cricketer.

Champion Suffers Indigestion 
» and Robert Gardner Beats 
Him in Final Round. 





CHICAGO, IUl., Sept. 11.—Rohbert E. 
Gardner of Hinsdale, a clean-limbed, 
rosy-cheeked lad of 19 years, today won 
the amateur golf championshiv nf the 
United States from H. Chandler Egan 
of Exmoor, twice winner of national 
honors, 4 up and 2 play. He igs the 
youngest man that ever won the na- 
tinal champinship. Gardner had an ad- 
vantage of two holes over Egan at the 
end of the morning round, and though 
Egan caught him at the third hole of 
the afternoon play and had a lead of 
one hole at the seventh, the gritty 


youngster came on again, and from that 


time on completely outplayed the man 
from Exmoor. 

A nice large rpiece of hot apple pie. 
figured largely in the results. Egan 
was the victim. He suffered from acute 
indigestion yesterday after luncheon 
and shortly after the conclusion of his 
long hard match with “Chick” Kvans 
in the semi-finals, fainted away in ‘the 
locker room. He was under a physi- 
cian’s care part of the night and physic- 
ally he was unfit for a gruelling game 
such as today’s proved. 

Too Ill for Best Play. 

Egan’s drawn face and erratic play 
in the first nine holes of the morning 
round showed how much his strength 
had been drawn upon, and althoug 
tor the next nine holes he showed the 
form that has twice won for him ie 
highest honors in golf, he could not 
hold the pace on nerve alone. 

it was Harvard against Yale, Gard- 
ner being a sophomore at the New 
Haven institution. A tremendous gal- 
lery followed the match and when the’ 
end came at the thirty-fourth hole, 
when Gardner holed out t#e shot putt 
that made him the amateur golf cham- 
pion a crowd of the Yale field captains 
lifted him to their shoulders, shouting 
with joy. 

Gardner during the last nine holes of 
the morring round and after the sev- 
the afternoon round, 
picyed golf that was simply unbeatable. 
Indeed, throughout the day his game 
with the exception of four,missed short 
putts, was of the class that wins cham- 
pionships and the Yale athlete earned 
the premier honors. 

He outdrove Egan on nearly every 
hcle and Chandler Egan is noted for 
his long drives. His iron shots were 
cleaner and as a rule were better and 
time after time he had Egan fighting for 
his life on the greens. Gardner holed 
three long putts, one of them for at least 
40 feet and in only two or three in- 
stances did his tee shots fail to travel 
straight and far down the fair green. 

Veterans Surprised at Play. 

Veteran golfers like Walter J. Travis 
and former Open Champion Willie An- 
derson watched in astonishment the re- 
markable game of Gardner, as hole after 
hole he drove, then approached, then 
took the regulation two putts or brought 
applause from the gallery by holing out 
from a seemingly impossible distance. 

Gardner made the morning round in 74 
strokes, 39 going out and 35 coming in. 
He took 41 going out in the afternoon, 
with sixes at the first and sixth holes, 
but was only 27 for the concluding seven 
holes, four under bogey. 

Gardner throughout the tournament, 
played consistent golf. He disposed of 
Walter J. Travis in the third round of 
match play and won from former West- 
ern Champion Mason E. Phelps yester- 
day in the semi-finals. This year he is 
a golfing marvel. He has never figured 
prominently in big golfing events and 
last year did not play at all. This year 
he took up the game in earnest and his 
play rapidly developed to a degree of 
perfection that today won. him the 
championship. :

Manufacturer Says Hazard Is Too 
Great and Public Opinion 
Is Prejudiced.

Following the tragedies at the Indian- 
apolis motor speedway, President J. W. 
Stoddard of the Dayton Motor Car Co. 
and builders of the Stoddard-Dayton 
car, gave out the following statement: 

“‘We have decided, after careful con- 
sideration, to abandon automobile rac- 
ing entirely for the present, or until 
such time as the conditions generaily 
governing automobile racing are s0 
changed and bettered as to remove ‘o 
the greatest possible extent the present 
dangers both to spectators and to driv- 


ers and mechanicians operating the cars. 


‘“‘We believe that automobile contests, 
as now conducted, whether on tracks, 
roads or hills, are extremely hazardous. 
We further believe that they are a 
detriment to the Industry, in that they 
present in an exaggerated form the dan- 
gers attending the use of automobiles 
when operated at more than a normal 
speed. 

“Racing, as it exists today, tells the 
public nothing, as the cars that are 
used are almost without exception es- 
pecially geared and in many !mstances 
specially constructed to attain the high 
speed necessary to win the contest. 
“Rather than endanger the lives of 
our men, therefore, and rather than 
take the chance of injuring spectators, 
we have decided, as stated above, to 
withdraw entirely from all such con- 
tests in the future.”

USE OX HIDES FOR TREADS. 


In developing anti-skid tires, the ones 
with the now familiar steel studs im- 
bedded in the leather treads, the Mich- 
elin people at first found the greatest 
difficulty in secusging suitable hides at 
once flexible, tough and heavy enough 
to stand the severe strains to which 
tires of this type are necessarily sub- 
jected. Experimentation proved that 
ox hides were best for this purpose. 

The leather is selected with such care 
that only three anti-skid strips are se- 
cured from each hide, the balance be- 
ing unfavorable because its uneven 
thickness and other defects make it 
unsuitable. 

Leather tread steel studded anti-skid 
tires are an original Michelin produc- 
tion. They are remarkably durable, 
while at the same time flexibility ig not 
sacrificed. The leather surface does not 
cover the whole tire, but only the tread, 
the side walls retaining all the resiliency 
that the rubber and fabric affords.

INGERBOAAD LAW 


Cause Enforcement nt of Old Mis- 
souri Statute Which Marks the 
Highways for Travelers. 








ST. JOSEPH, Mo., cept. 11.—An old 
and unused law on the statute books 
of Missouri, requiring that road over- 
seers shall erect and keep standing 
fingerboardés or signboards at all prin- 
cipal crossroads, has been resurrected 
by the good roads committee of the St 
Joseph Automobile Club. 

The existence of the law has been 
called to the attention of the Buchanan 
County Court, and its execution there 
and in all parts of the State is hoped 
for by the motorists of St. Joseph and 
vicinity. The officials have issued in- 
structions to the highway commission- 
ers to see that road overseers observe 
the mandates of the statute. 

The law reirds as follows: “Every 
overreer shai! erect and keep a post at 
every fork or crossroad in his district 
that would likely mislead, to which shall 
be affixed a fingerboard containing a 
legible inscription directing the way and 
denoting the distance to the next im- 
portant place on the road, for which ‘he 
shall be al'owed not more than $1. And 
it shall be the Cuty of every overseer 
to keep all roads in his district clear 
of all obstructions and cause to be cut 
down and removed, between July 15 and 
Aug. 15 of each year all weeds or other 
obstructions calculated to impede or in- 
terrupt travel! thereon.”’

How near an ocean crossing is within reach 
of the aeroplane sailors is shown by the feat of 
Henry Farman in sailing 111.78 miles at Rheims 
in 3 hours, 4 minutes and 56 2-5 seconds. 

The distance from Ireland to Newfoundland, 
where the Atlantic is narrowest, is 2000 miles. 
Flying as Farman flew, an aeronaut would make 
that crossing in 57 hours—two days and nine 
hours—about half the time of the fastest oceal 
liner. a 

How to increase their fuel-carrying capacity 
is the problem of the aeronauts contemplating 
the ocean passage. Farman surprised the ex- 
perts at Rheims by carrying enough petrol for 
a five-hour flight. When the air sailors find a way 
to carry enough to last them over 2000 miles, the 
way will be open for ocean flight.

Man’s progress in speed-craft has been a sys- 
tematic advancement from the rudest vehicle 
in which he had himself trundled over the ground 
to the aeroplane in which he dashes through the 
air and the submarine in which he swims with 
the fish. 

Until steam came into use he had to be con- 
tent: with such speed as the horse could give him 
on land and the sail on sea. The application of 
steam opened up new possibilities. ‘Tne highest 
speed development is seen in the 18-hour passen- 
ger trains between New York and Chicago and in 
the Mauritania and Lusitania which cross the 
ocean in four days. 
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The record speed for a passenger train is 120 
miles an hour made between Fleming and Jact- 
sonville, Fla., on the Plant system. The Mauri- 
tania has crossed the ocean in 4 days, 14 hours 
and 27 minutes. 

But these means of conquering space were not 
enough. Railroad trains outrun the swiftest 
coyote and the fleetest deer but still they are 
prisoners’ for they cannot leave their rails and 
race at will across the country.

Of this number, 12,999,369 miles are op- 
erated by the telephone systems and 2,072,851 
miles by the telegraph companies. This length. of 
single wire would encircle the earth at the equa- 
tor more than six hundred times. ~* : 
These and many other facts of interest to the 
public, as ~ell as to the statisticians and scien- 
tists, are to be found in the pages of United 
State Census Bulletin 102, on the general subject 
of telegraph systems in the United States in 
1907, prepared by William M. Steuart, chief sta- 
tisticilan *for menufactures, under tae direction 
of United States Census Director E. Dana Durand. 
Over the telegraph wires in 1907 flashed 368.- 
470,500 messages, including 5,860,317 cablegrams. 
The first telegraph line ‘n the United States 
Was opened for business in 1844, and 32 years later 
the telephone was introduced. At the 1380 census 
the telephone companies reported 34,305 miles 
of wire, about one-ninth of the miieage of the tel- 
egraph companies. In 1902 the telephone mileage 
of wire was almost four times as great as that 
used for telegraph purposes.

Added to by Dr. Cook’s Discoveries 


Let a source of wealth be found in the far 
frozen North and great ships will crush and 
pound their way through the ice every summer 
to bring back the riches to civilization. 

Next to the announcement that he has discov- 
ered the Pole, Dr. Cook’s most important state- 
ment is the sentence: “Discovered lands far 
north.” In other messages he told of finding 
30,000 square miles of land, upon which rests 
the rocks that are the pinnacle of the world. He 
passed through great hunting fields, he said, that

For several centuries the island lying to the 
north of Kurope has been the rendezvous of whale 
and seal fishers. During the past few vears it 
has been a favorite resort for tourists because 
of the dazzling beauty of its icy scenery. 

The island is now a no man’s land, unclaimed 
by any nation. Prof. Nordenskjold thinks it will 
soon be the subject of diplomatic correspondence 
to determine its ownership. 

Geologists have also found signs of coa) fields 
in Greenland which await only the cal) of com- 
merce to be developed. With the alarm through- 
out the world at the coming exhaustion of coal 
and other mineral supplies, these remote deposits 
become daily more valuable. 

Greenland has been the monopoly of Denmark 
for generations and its riches have paid their 
tribute to the Danish crown. Settlements of 
Danes and Eskimos dot its frozen shores and 
Denmark maintains a colonial government over 
the gréat island. : 

Every summer thousands of geal skins and 
polar bear skins, shiploads of oj], whalebone, 
eiderdown, codfish, reindeer, walrus skins and 
cryolite are carried from the Greenland settle- 
ments to Denmark for distribution throughout the 
world.

The same is true along the Alaskan shores. 
Reindeer also have been driven from Alaska, and 
to keep the natives from starving for lack of 
reindeer and walrus meat the United States 
Government has undertaken the protection of the 
reindeer in Northern Alaska. 

Eider ducks are also ‘in danger of extermina- 
tion. In Norway and Sweden there is a penalty 
for molesting or kiling them. In Greenland 
there is no such protection and their numbers 
have been materially cut down. 

The u.scovery of new dands where these treas- 
ured animals abound will be a rich find for the 
hardy traders and hunters of the United States. 

Cryolite is now the only Arctic mineral which 
finds its way into the channels of commerce. The 
Danish crowh gets thousands of pounds every 
vear in bounty from the cryolite mines of Green- 
land. Cryolite is a white substance which is 
found in large masses. It is used in the manu- 
facture of aluminum, soap, soda, alum and phos- 
phate, and is found in no other parts of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

What other minerals besides cryolite and coal 
abound in the frozen North geologists and pros- 
pectors do not yet «now. But the islands beyond 
the Arctic Circle are all of rocky formation, sim- 
ilar to the Alaskan country, where gold abounds 
and the undiscovered EI Dorados among the 
northern snows afe not a remote possibility. 

Surely the great financial rewards awaiting 
those who will bring the treasures of the Arctic 
lands and seas to the market places of the wovild 
will lure many hardy mariners into the Far 
North and eventually really open up those lands 
to commerce,
